Fish In China. 

The Pang tou you, or perch, measures 25 in. long, 13 
in girth and weighs 7 lbs., but it often attains a weight 
of 20 to 24 lbs., aud 4 ft. in length. Its flesh is rather 
coarse and flavorless, which is tbe chief complaint of 
most Yunglszc fish. It is sold hereotthiB season of 
the year (May) for forty cash, say one and three-quarter 
pence, pchsatty, equal to a pound and a third. This 
is. of course, river caught fish. Keut yu (perch) or 
“Mandarin fish,” as “boys” often call it, from the fact 
of its being the best fish to be found in the market al¬ 
most at all times of the year, gqjws to a large size, and 
is of excellent flavor aud very firm if full sized. 1 he 
prices range from forty to sixty cash, equal to two¬ 
pence to three pence per catty (1| pound), 
season and time of day; but eveu at the latter price 
“Mandarin” fish would not be a very expensive luxury 
vet the lower classes seldom indulge in it. After the 
Keui yu the Lien yu breum ranks next, being nmo 
and firm fish. It often grows three feet long and 20 lbs. 

^Tlfe^Huen yu, though a coarse-looking fish, has an 
excellent flavor, and in the proper season is a very ac- 
ceptable change at one’s table, after the everlasting 
perch with which our cooks continually supply us. 
The fry of the Shih yu, or shad, which ascends tbe riv¬ 
er in May, to spawn, does not appear to be caught or 
bred in ponds or lakes. It Is greatly esteemed bv the 
Chinese, and is undoubtedly the best t,B f h J^ l ^ r '^ ,h e 
The season for it is soon over, lasting fromaboutthe 
middle of May to the third week in June. In former 
years this (is/used to be taken from Nanking to Pekin 
for the Emperor’s table, but tbe amount of labor tn get¬ 
ting it there fresh was so trying to the people engaged 
to farry it that the Emperor was induced to forego es 
luxury, and the practice was discontinued. The pike 
of these waters grow to a very large size. . .

The Irish Setter. 

Deservedly popular with the sportsmen of all coun- 
tries is the gallant dog which has done so much to make 
Ireland famous. Whether upon his native bogs, or 
transplanted to England, or this country, he has no su¬ 
perior for the field qualities of nose, pace, endurance 
aud .style of work. While everywhere upon the show 
bench, he holds his own against the beBt representa¬ 
tives of the crack strains produced by the most exten¬ 
sive and noted breeders. 

In point of purity of blood and length of pedigree, 
the Irish setter stands at the bead of all sporting dogs, 
having existed in some old families of Ireland for over 
a century. The O’Connor, La Touch, De Frayne, 
French and Kerry blood is noted for its antiquity, and 
runs in the veins of the principal prize winners or the 
day. So that any one having a dog that traces back to 
any of these strains can depend that so far at least he 
is of the best. 

No dog has heen more discussed by sporting writers 
than this, and probably no one has been the cause of 
g? “uch dispute in point of correct form and color* 
The following description of points in judging, we clip 
from the Fancier's Gazette , a noted English sporting 
journal, as this standard is now generally accepted by 
the show judges of Great Brituiu: 

“Head narrow, widening *a little in the forehead 
skull slightly arched; ears a fair length, slightly folded’ 
hanging straight, set well back in the head, and mod¬ 
erately feathered; eye hazel or brownish, with a sensible 
and loving look, not prominent; nose dark flesh color 
or black; chest but moderately wide, with great depth- 
back straight, but slightly receding to the hip, with 
good loins and well-bent stifles. Stem carried slightly 
up, not much flagged,.but slightly; coat iuclined to be 
harsb, not soft and silky, smooth, or wavy, and thick, 
but not too long; color a deep mahogany red, but not 
any black; while, however, is allowable in some 
Irish breeds on chest, and legs and neck."

In speaking of color Laverack says in “The Setter ” 
that there is a breed of red and white Irish setters ns 
pure as the all red ones. He also savs that he does not 
believe there is any breed of the red that will not oc¬ 
casionally throw a black pup. “Idstone” gives the 
color as deep, rich red, and Stonehenge says it “shall 
be a rich blood red, with muzzle of tbe same shade 
Sometimes this is actually black, but more often of a 
rich mahogany, the same dark shade running down tbe 
back to the stern, which has the short hair as dark as 
the muzzle, but this deeper stain is objected to by 
most breeders, Many strains have more or less white 
about their limbs, but the mouth should always be 
black, and unless they are white and red the less white 
the better." Beyond all question the color which fash¬ 
ion founded upon experience of the purest specimens 
has selected is a deep, brilliant red, with no touch of 
orange, black or liver in it. Very many of the best 
dogs of the day vary from this to a brighter shade, and 
have white on throat and breast at least, yet these are 
almost invariably criticised in these respects, and the 
nearer approach then is to the true color, the more per¬ 
fect the dog is deemed. 

In point of quality La verack says, “when pure and 
thoroughly broken they are an admirable and excel¬ 
lent breed of dogs, being possessed of great powers of 
endurance and speed." Stonehenge bears similar tes¬ 
timony, as follows: “The peculiar characteristic of the 
English and Irish setters, as displayed in the field are 
great speed, activity, endurance, capability of bearing 
cold and wet and of standing the rough work of the 1 
moors, to all of Which good qualities the Irish setter is 1 
even better than the English." A very common com- ! 
laint against these dogs is that they are so wilful and 
headstrong that they require breaking with the opening 
of each season. On the contrary we have not found 
tbiB any more marked in the Irish than any other breed 1 
of Betters. Unquestionably the Irish setter has great 1 
dash and courage, and th eik when undisciplined will ‘ 
make him more wild than a dog of more moderate tem¬ 
per. Dogs which are not broken till fully matured 
may and probably will be more difficult to break than 
those of quieter disposition, but as an offset to this we 
have ever found Irish whelps easier to break young v 
than any other dogs, and once thoroughly broken they 8 
keep their breaking as well as any breed we have ever * 
shot over. To bring up from a whelp, and to make a 1 
thorough, all day, practical worker, we prefer the pure £ 
Irish to any dog we have ever seen. They are ever f 
ready to go, never grow faint hearted and weary just ^ 
as the sportsman gets among birds after a long fruitless i 
hunt, are affectionate and sprightly in disposition, ’ 
richly colored, and all over a game sporting dog. D 

A fast growing interest in Irish setters has been mani- 8 
tested in this country within the last two years, during r ' 
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Some of these dogs are noted prize winners, their pro¬ 
duce when old enough to show their quality upon our 
game, will fully sustain their ancestors’ high reputa¬ 
tion, and make this grand breed of dogs belter known 
and more fully appreciated by our Bportsmen.

r To The Field: —I see it announced that the commlt-

- elect Ihem. That the committee have adopted this 
plan, "desiring to comply with the wishes of a major- 

, ily of the exhibitors; that they take the deepest inter- 
, est in the success of the enterprise, and are endeavor- 
r ing in every way to encourage entries, no one can or 
, will for an instaut doubt. They have, however, made 
I a mistake, I think. Nor am I alone in this opinion; 

: several gentlemen who had intended entering their 
i dogs when they supposed the committee would select 
i the judges, and publically announce their names be¬ 
fore the exhibition, have stated they will not exhibit. 

: They give, as their reason, the opinion that “ the pro¬ 
fessionals” (as they term the gentlemen owning large 
, kennels of either native or imported dogs) will have it 
all their own way, and select judges to suit themselves. 
There is no reason for expecting any fraud in the se¬ 
lection of judges by the exhibitors; nevertheless, Rule 
6th is weak, in that it gives an opportunity for wire¬ 
pulling and sharp practice. 

It is possibly loo late now for the committee to 
change their plan and elect and publicly unnouuce the 
judges, yet if done even now the number of entries 
would be considerably increased. 

rhe mistake, as I believe it to be, has arisen from the 
committee being over anxious to please, and they who 
fear, or claim to fear, fraud in the selection of the 
judges, should consider a few facts, which permit me 
to slate. 

If considered, the objection to the plan adopted 
would be without foundation, aud Rule Oth would be 
properly appreciated. As a matter of courtesy, the 
committee have grunted lo the exhibitors a privilege, 
but tbe exhibitors, or at least a large majority of them,' 
will, I am sure, be gentlemen, who will be too polite to 
take advantage of the position granted them. All will 
have implicit confidence in tha gentlemen who compose 
the committee, knowing that they are men of honor, 
who have the true interest of the enterprise at heart, 
and that they will appoint as judges only those who arc 
competent to judge, and of unimpeachable character. 
For the exhibitors to do otherwise than to decline to 
select the judges, would imply a lack of confidence in 
the committee. It would be showing very slack cour¬ 
tesy to say the least of it, and in my opinion woulu 'be 
a direct insult to the committee. It is, therefore, the 
more necessary that all who appreciate the courtesy 
shown by the committee should be present and, as ex¬ 
hibitors, prevent any advantage being taken'of the 
privilege granted. 

If the committee have made a mistake in adopting 
the plan laid down in Rule 0th, exhibitors cun and wifi 
correct it by declining the privilege offered them. Some 
may feel disposed to claim, under Rule 6th, the right 
to elect two judges of three in each class, but I think 
they will be so few as to be ashamed to assert them¬ 
selves. 

For my part, I cannot understand how any gentle¬ 
man will consent to act as a judge when chosen by the 
persons interested in having him decide in their favor, 
or how any gentleman, as an exhibitor, can think oi 
selecting the person to pass judgment on his dogs. 
Their positions are equally delicate, as both put them¬ 
selves in position to have their acts or motives criticiz¬ 
ed, and the disappointed are always ready enough, and 
glad to find the slightest cause, to complain of tavorit- 
isrns, not to mention the more unpleasant terms—bri¬ 
bery, fraud, Ac. Gentlemen should be not only men 
of the strictest honor (otherwise they cunnot be gentle- 1 
men), but they should be most careful of their good 1 
names, shunning not only that which is or may be, but I 
that which has the slightest appearance of being dis¬ 
honorable. I

privilege granted in Rule 6lh, forgetting their own self- 
respect and disregarding the reBpect due the Chicugo 
Executive Committee.

American Star, grandsire of Dexter, was got by 
American Star, sou of Duroc, out of a mare by Henry , 
grandam by Messenger. These Stars wore noted as 
horses of uncommon game and bouom snd this n.ight 
well be the case. Duroc, the sire of the flist Star, was 
got bv Diomed, out of a mare by Grey Dtomed, who 
was himself a sou of Diomed, according to some, while 
others contend that he was got by imported Medley a 
grev horse, soi of the famous Gimcrack. This son of 
Duroc got the Star with whom we are concerned, out 
of a mare by Henry, son of Sir Archy and a Diamond 
mare Sir Archy himself being a son of Diomed, and 
out of the imported mare Custianira by Rockingham, 
son of Highflyer and Purity, by Matchem. Here are 
at least three, and most likely f«ur, crosses of Diomed, 
grandson of king Herod, coming through three famous 
American race-horses, still further fortified by King 
Herod blood through his best son. Highrtyer Are we 
to believe that all this concentrated King Herod blood 
in the sire of Dexter’s dam was neutralized by one 
cross of Messenger in Star's grandam? Every page of 
ibe stud books leads to the contrary inference.

At first St was rather caut.oue- 
ly advanced, but now it is stated as a fact well ascer¬ 
tained. I find it naively said, concerning one noted 
stallion that there is nothing to show he was descend¬ 
ed from Messenger except the fact that he got fast 
trotters. This is reversing the logical method. To 
sav of one horse he trots fast, because he is descended 
from Messenger, and of another, he is descended from 
Messenger, because he.trots fast, will not do. There is 
in Dexter and in most, if not all, the other real goo 
horses of the Hambletonian line, a large amount of 
thoroughbred blood besides that of Messenger. This 
is also the case with those of the Mambrino Chief 1 in . 
In Dexter, however, it has manifested itself w ith par¬ 
ticular strength. He has the shape and contour of a 
thoroughbred horse of high type, and in his head, 
neck shoulders, and depth through the heart, he does 
not take after his sire. He is altogether more wiry and 
racing like, and has more of the hickory and live-oak 
look than any of his relatives in the male line. He 
was always a downright sticker for any distance and at 
amy rat^of speed, and in this he d.fl'ered vastly from 
many of Hambletonian’s get. In my opimon those 
who approached him in this capital attribute were • 
Btron^ly P foriified by thoroughbred blood in. their dams 

Finally, he possessed, and still possesses, that in¬ 
domitable, invincible spirit which distinguished Eng- 
, lish Eclipse. In him it was first mistaken for ferocity, 

! and afterwards his rider, Oakley, never dared to htt 
him with a whip. Dexter was never thought to be a 
- vicious horse, but he always bad a notous, unconquer- 
» able Bpirit, and of all thoso who have driven him at 
1 various timeB there was never one whose cheek nnd lip 
I did not pale when the horse took hold in real earnest 
e and darted away. This sort of spirit in horses and m 
men is as rare as it is valuable. Eclipse had it tn per-

Sir Archy and Henry’s dam, largely preponderated 
| pver the one cross of Messenger. 
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It is to me inconceivable that In the case of Star and 
of Medoc, one cross of Messenger, in the latter case 
quite remote, cbuld predominate over four or five cros¬ 
ses of Diomed, three or four of Eclipse, and two or 
three of Snap. You might as well assume that in the 
Englishman, the remote cross of the Ancient Briton, 
who ran about painted with darts and bows and arrows, 
has predominated over the blood of Roman, Saxon, 
Dane and Norman. 

I have gone into this matter at some length, because 
it is one of the greatest importance to breeders, and 
because there is a rising party which inveighs against 
bringiug more thorough blood into the trotting Horse. 
To reject thoroughbred strains from this time forth, 
and confine ourselves to the blood of Messenger, now 
immensely diluted in trotting horses, would be to bar 
the system of breeding which has produced Flora 
Temple, Trustee, Prince, Dexter, John Morgan, Lady 
Thorn, Lula, Smuggler, Grafton, Moisey, etc. Surely 
this would be very unwise. It appears to me that in 
that way the greatest improvement may be reasonably 
expected. It is not necessary that there should be 
trotters which are technically thoroughbred horses, in 
order to establish the soundness of thoroughbred cross¬ 
es from time to time. When a horse trots fast and 
stays, in whose blood there are many thoroughbred 
strains not far removed, and none of Messenger as 
near, or none at all, it upsets the argument against 
bringing in more thorough blood. It is just as though 
the English breeders about the year 1710 should have 
■said, "We have now imported enough foreign blood. 
We have got the Bverly Turk, theLeedes Arabian, the 
Fairfax Barb, the Layton Barb, the Northumberland 
Arabian, Place’s White Turk, the Curwen Barb, the 
St. Victor Barb, the Lester Turk, Old Bald Peg, &c. 
We have bred Spanker, Basto, Bay Bolton, Brocklesby, 
Betty, &c., and in the nature of things there cannot be 
any better horses. Any man who brings iu any more 
foreign horses is an enemy to his country.” But if this 
had been acted upon, the Darley Arabian and the Go- 
dolphin Horse would have been shut out, and we 
should have had no Flying Childers, no Eclipse, no 
King Herod, no Snap, no Highflyer, no Boston, no 
Lexington, no Monarchist. 

Dexter was bred by Mr. Jonathan Hawkins, of 
Orange County, in this State. He was foaled in 1858, 
and bought,.when four years old, by Mr, Geo. B. Alley, 
for l|400. Although a fine colt, he had been held in 
disfavor because of his four white legfc and blaze in the 
face. At that time he was practically unbroken, and 
had never had a feed of oats in his life, Mr. Alley had 
him broken in harness, and drove him a little, but 
Dexter was very high-strung and nervous. Two acci¬ 
dents happened—one when ho was in a sleigh and the 
other to a wagon. In the fall of his tive-year-old season 
the young horse was sent to Hiram Woodruff, and 
after a very short time he went in 2 min. 42 sec. to a 
wagon. The following week he was tried a mile in 
harness, and trotted in 2 min. 311 sec. He then fell 
lame behind, from kicking iu his stall, ns was supposed. 
He was turned out and taken up again on the first of 
December, after which Mr. Alley drove him and Baby 
Belle together, in double harness. On the 4th of May, 
1864, when six years old, Dexter made his first trot. 
It was on the Fashion Course, where he beat Stonewall 
Jackson of New York, General Grant, and Lady Collins. 
Two days after he beat Lady Collins on the Union 
Course. On the 13th of May he beat Doty's mare to 
wagon on the Union Course. On the 18th, at the 
Fashion Course, he beat Shark and Lady Shannon, and 
jogged out the third heat in 2 min. 30 sec. On the 
third of June he trotted mile heats to wagon at the 
Fashion against Shark and Hambletonian. ft was five 
to one on Dexter. There was a great deal too much 
scoring. Dexter got mad, broke at the word, and hit 
his knee in the heat, which made Hiram mad too, and 
lie drew him. After the swelling of his knee was re¬ 
duced, the horse was turned out for two months. 

He was then taken up and driven by Mr. Alley until 
October 1st, when he was sent to Hiram Woodruff 
again. He gave him two weeks' work, when he trotted 
in 2 min. 29 sec. He had three weeks' more work, and 
then, on a damp cloudy day in November, he went a 
mile trial on the Union Course, Mr. Alley and Sir. 
Sheppard F. Knapp timing him. At the end of it, 
when Hiram brought Dexter back to the 9tand, he threw 
up his hands and exclaimed : " Oh ! what a horse 1” 

The time was 2 min. 234 sec., and that on the Union 
Course on that day was about as good as 2 inin. 20 sec. 
on the fastest courses we have now. So much for the 
King among horses in his first season on the course. 

Hiram Woodruff had now made up his mind concern¬ 
ing Dexter, and that winter he matched him, three-mile 
heats, to go as they pleased, rain or shine, against 
Stonewall Jackson of Hartford. That horse had a great 
reputation. He was fast, he was a splendid saddler, a 
good mud horse, and a determined slicker. 

The race was for 82,500 a side, and Mr. Alley did not 
much like the prospect. Dexter was youug and green, 
and he feared that three-mile heats, against a high¬ 
bred and well-seasoned horse like Stonewall, might be 
asking him for too much. Hiram offered to pay the 
other party a round sum to draw, but they refused to 
take less than the half-forfeit. Meantime, Dexter beat 
General Butler in harness, on the Fashion, and trotted 
the third heat in 2 min. 244 sec. On the preceding day, 
Lady Thorn had trotted in2 min. 244 sec. on the Union, 
and these two were now matched for the Union Course, 
to trot Friday, June 9th. On that day there was a 
great storm, and the race was postponed. An immense 
crowd of people assembled at Hiram’s, and many of 
them insisted upon seeing the horse. The latter was 
excited by the visits of so many strangers, and lost 
condition. They trotted on the following Monday, and 
the mare won in four heats, the bcBt of which was 
2 min. 24 sec. This wa9 the only time Lady Thorn 
ever beat him; he was then young and “ in his green 
and salad days.” Afterwards she never had much 
chance with him. 

The day for the three-mile-heat saddle race now 
came, ana instead of advising Hiram to pay forfeit, 


Mr. Alley took half the match himself. The Hartford 
party were Immensely confident. Dan Mace was to 
ride. The day was very wet and the course all mud. 
It was two to one on Stonewall, and Mr. Genet led the 
betting on that side. As the rain fell in torrents and 
the course was so deep in mud, Hiram proposed a post¬ 
ponement, but the principals on the other side insisted 
that the race Bhould come off. They were accomodated 
in that regard. 

Dexter was full of life and eager to engage. Johnny 
Murphy, Hiram’s favorite young rider, was all ready 
to mount him, and the horses were called up. Stone¬ 
wall took the lead in the first heat, was never headed 
and won in 8 min. 24 sec. A hundred to forty on him, 
but the South Side parly knew they had a real sticker, 
and took it freely, Dexter did not mind the first beat 
at all, while Stonewall seemed tired. Mace took the 
lead, but Murphy, under Hiram's instructions, forced 
the pace and Stonewall broke. Dexter was never headed 
after that, and “won all the way" in 8 min. 5 sec. 
Four to one on Dexter, who was so eager and resolute 
between the heats that Hiram confidently declared he 
could trot all day. He took the lead at the start for 
the third heat, was never headed, and won with ridi¬ 
culous ease in 8 rain. 94 sec.

The Wineinan-Dubnque Cage. 

We are this week without the official report of the 
transactions of the Board of Appeals, who met in New 
York cily on Dec. 14. We have received by telegram 
the following matter in reference to the Wineman-Du- 
buque controversy; 

407. Parker Wineman, Joliet, III., and others, vs. 
North Western Agricultural Association, Dubuque, 
Iowa. Appeal from an order of suspension and appli¬ 
cation for hearing before a referee. 

Parker Winemau, H. Kelley and F. Van Ness made 
entries of their horses from Rock Island, III., by letter 
and telegraph, for the September meeting, 1875, of the 
respondents. After the closing of said entries the same 
persons made engagements to perform with their 
horses, at a meeting appointed of the Scott County Ag¬ 
ricultural Society of Davenport, Iowa, which meeting 
was appointed to take place during the same week as 
that' adopted by the respondents for their meeting. 
The negotiations for the entries at Davenport were con¬ 
ducted with 0. 8, McNeil, Esq., Secretary of the Scott 
County Society, who is likewise Referee for the State 
of Iowa, under appointment of the Board of Appeals, 
through what is kDown as “the Chicago Adjustment." 

Wineman and others not appearing at Dubuque with 
their horses, Mr. M. 8. Robinson, the Secretary of that 
Association, notified them that they and their 
would be suspended for non-payment of their entrance 
fees, unless the same were immediately settled, where¬ 
upon Mr. Wineman, acting for himself and the oth¬ 
ers wrote to the Secretary of the National As¬ 
sociation, stating that the applicants and their 
horses had been suspended by the respondents, and re¬ 
questing the Secretary to notify Secretary Robison to 
forward his papers to O. S. McNeil, Referee for Iowa. 

No papers having been filed with the National Secre¬ 
tary, nor any communication such as could properly 
constitute the basis of tin action, he (the National Sec¬ 
retary) corresponded with Mr. McNeil, and afterwards 
with Mr. Wineman, with a view to bring the matter at 
issue into such shape as would enable the parties to ob¬ 
tain the most speedy action and the earliest judgment 
possible, under the rules and the orders of the Board. | 
During this correspondence, Mr. McNeil, in two letters, 
expressed a decided preference that the matter should 
not be sent to him ns referee, exhibiting in his letters 
reasons why the circumstances of the case affected him 
with emharassment, yet he consented to serve in that 
capacity should it be found necessary. 

This correspondence took place upon the eve of the 
meeting of this Board held at Cincinnati, Nov. 2, at 
which the niRtter was presented for such action as to 
the Board should seem proper. At that meeting the 
respondents appeared'and submitted their papers with 
oral testimony. The bojird thereupon, considering the 
absense of the applicants and the circumstances of the 
case, appointed Col. Milo 8milh, of Clinton, Iowa, a 
Commissioner before whom the parlies were notified to 
appear and produce their testimony under oath, to be 
returned to the Secretary of the National Association 
for action of the Board at its December meeting. Be¬ 
fore said Commissioner the respondents appeared and 
complied with the order. Wineman and others did 
not appear, alleging dissatisfaction with the course 
which bad been taken, and claiming a special right to 
have their matter investigated by Mr. McNeil, the 
Iowa referee, prior to the final action of the Board. 

Taking the facts and circumstances bearing upon 
this case all into view, the following conclusion was 
reached, to wit: 

The Board finds with regret that its action and its 
motives in this case have been misunderstood both in 
the West and the East. 

It was expressly understood at the Chicago adjust¬ 
ment in March last, for it was plainly and frequently 
said for us by our chairman, that nothiug could be 
agreed to that in any way infringed the rules of the 
National Association, but that untier them every facil¬ 
ity for early and cheap investigation of cases would be 
given in the West, yet that all such investigations 
would, in their results, only tend to procure tempo¬ 
rary clemency, if any, from the President under Ar¬ 
ticle 4 of the by-laws, and to place the faclB before the 
Board for ultimate decision. Nowhere did the Board 
at Chicago agree that the recommendation of the ref¬ 
eree should bind it; but, on the contrary, it expressly 
refused to sanction such a clause on the ground that it 
had no right to abnegate its own power by delegation 
or otherwise, hence the agreement as made, and as ob¬ 
served iu faith by the Board in this case. 

Article 7 of the by-laws provides that all charges 
against an associate member, as well as all other com¬ 
munications, shall pass through the hands of our Sec¬ 


retary. The 0th clause of the Chicago agreement 
shows that a performance of this duty by the complain¬ 
ants was expected in Buch a case as theirs. 

Wineman and others have not, to this day, filed their 
complaint as so required, but they sent it to the Iowa 
referee direct, to whom they seem to look as an au¬ 
thority superior to this Board. The Board has not now 
an objection to an investigation to be made by Mr. Mc¬ 
Neil, and it has never doubted his disposition to make 
a.fair one. The fact that he requested the secretary to 
relieve him of the duty, and gave good reasons for 
making the request, induced the Board at Cincinnati to 
send the case to Col. Milo Smith as a commissioner, 
deeming that such a course was just to the parties and 
due to Mr. McNeil (the local referee). As, however, 
this has not given satisfaction to the complainants, and 
as the Board seeks to know the facts, no matter whence 
they be drawn, it U 

Ordered, That an investigation of the facts in this 
case be referred to Mr. O. B. McNeil, of Davenport, 
Iowa, with the request that he notify all the parties to 
appear before him in said city of Davenport, after ten 
days’ notice, and give such testimony under oath as 
they may have to offer, and to reiurn the same to 
the office of the secretary as Hartford, Conn. It is also 

Ordered , That the secretary send copies to Mr. Mc¬ 
Neil of all papers in bis charge filed by the respond¬ 
ents, that the complainants may have full knowledge 
of their contents; and for further action this case is 
continued to the meeting of the Board to be held at 
Cleveland, O., on the first Tuesday in May next. 

Obituary—Edward Eddy, Tragedian. 

A telegraphic dispatch received in this city announ¬ 
ces the death, by apoplexy, of Mr. Edward Eddy, the 
tragedian, at Kingston, Jamaica. Mr. Eddy was born 
in the city of Troy, and at the time of his death was 
about fifty-four years of age. He made his first ap¬ 
pearance on the stage in Albany in Irish characters, 
aDd in a very short time became quite a local favorite! 
While playing his engagement in Albany he lived at 
Troy with his mother, and every evening after the the¬ 
atre was out he walked to his home—a not very pleas¬ 
ant undertaking of a dark or stormy night. When the 
ice sealed up the river it was bis custom to skate botne, 
and in this way the “ great Bowery favorite " of a few 
years back became a most accomplished skater. Leav¬ 
ing Albany he came to this city and made his first ap¬ 
pearance at the old Richmond Hill Theatre and played 
a round of well known tragic and melodramatic charac¬ 
ters. This was about the year 18-13. When John R. 
Scott died Mr. Eddy succeeded him in the affections of 
the Bowery playgoers and became oue of the most 
popular players of the cast side. In popular esteem 
Eddy rauked with Uambliu, Scott, Kirby, McDonough 
and a number of others who have loDg since passed 
away. After a successful career at the Bowery Mr. 
Eddy played a brief engagement at the Chambers 
street (formerly Burton's) old theatre. From thence he 
went to the Broadway Theatre, situated at that lime 
opposite the City Hospital. He retained the manage¬ 
ment of this house until it closed. The last piece pro¬ 
duced there was “Antony and Cleopatra ” with Mr. 
Eddy as Antony. The play was elegantly mounted, 
and was so successful that \yhen the house closed, its 
run was continued at Niblo’s. Mr. Eddy since then 
played several successful star engagements, both in the 
city and throughout the country. The last time he 
ever played was under the management of Mr. Tom 
Ward, in the town of Elizabeth, N. J., toward the close 
of last month, and the character he appeared iu was 
the Ragpicker of Paris. During his lifetime ho man¬ 
aged several theatres, among them may be enumerated 
the Old Bowery, the Chambers Street, Niblo's, the 
Broadway and the Metropolitan. As an actor Mr, 
Eddy was popular, and in such plays as “The Corsican 
Brothers,” “La Tourde Neale,” “ William Tell " and 
“ The Robbers ” he was vigorous and forcible. What¬ 
ever his faults as an actor were were the faults of the 
school in which he was tuught. As a friend he was 
warm and affectionate, and though irritable at times, 
he bad many good traits of character, lie was a prom¬ 
inent Mason, and much attached to the fraternity. Ilis 
death was unexpected, and his many friends will learn 
with grief of his sudden taking off. 

—John G. Carllicli, a veteran actor, and well known 
to former generations of play goers, died in Philadel¬ 
phia on the 12tb, aged 82 years, lie was horn in Man¬ 
chester, Eng., and half a century ago was quite a 
famous actor in the English provinces. He came to 
America about 40 years ago, and for many years was 
the stage_ manager and melodramatic actor of the old 
Boston National Theatre, under the management of 
Pclby, aDd was subsequently with Wyzemau Marshall 
at the Eagle Theatre. Since that time be had been a 
manager and actor in a great mauy theatres in the 
United States, though he resided most of the time in 
Philadelphia. His last appearance on the stage was 
in that city in 1800, at a benefit. Mr. Cartlich was a 
performer of utility, and, in his appropriate sphere, of 
much excellence, and a very honorable, upright man. 
He died of old age, and in extreme poverty, having been 
largely supported in his declining years by the rich 
members of bis profession. 

A Wisconsin Game-Law Bheakkk.— On Friday last, 
John Mathews, an old burner, came to town’ (Eau 
Claire) with a load of deer. As the law permitting tbe 
killing of deer expired on the 15th, complaint was made 
by tbe prosecuting committee of the Sportsmen’s Club, 
and Mr. Mathews was brought before Judge Latincr 
aud fined ten dollars. Last year tbe law expired the 
first of January, but was changed to the fifteenth of 
December, a move of which Mr. Mathews was not 
familiar, therefore the Club, wishing to be as lenient 
as the circumstances would pe; mil, only made com¬ 
plaint in one instance. Mr. Mathews, since the first of 
October, has killed 31 deer and 11 bear—something 
that few hunters cun say. Yours, Joe.

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Yale's Secession. 

There is considemlile agitation now in boating circles 
on account of the withdrawal of I ale and the threat¬ 
ened withdrawal of Harvard and other Colleges from 
the College Rowing Association. We have touched up¬ 
on this subject from one point of view in a previous 
article, and still are of opinion that on general princi¬ 
ples any member of an association who withdraws from 
that body and detracts from the beauty of its shows, 
does an esthetic harm. But beauty and the picturesque 
are after all but minor considerations, and only to be 
consulted when other more important matters are satis¬ 
factorily arranged. It is now beyond doubt that Yale 
has taken the step we took exception too, and in taking 
this step she claims to be doiug right; claims to bo 
righting morality and order by wronging art. These 
claims are worthy of consideration, and have a consid¬ 
erable bearing on that important question, “ What is 
amateur sport?" It is a question that is cropping up 
everywhere, and has a vital interest to such men as 
take up any one particular sport or other as a recrea¬ 
tion and means of amusement. To them their sport is 
sport—the valve through which their superfluous and 
energetic vitality is safely let into the air. In their 
sport they take a keen, hearty pleasure because it is 
utterly foreign to the dull, weary drudgery of every¬ 
day, whereby the daily bread is earned. It is de¬ 
lightful because it is free from all calculations of profit 
and loss, and is that into which they may throw their 
spontaniety and abandon themselves without fear of 
pecuniary gain or loss. There is no doubt that money 
is the root of all evil, for where there is money depen¬ 
dent there is anxiety and doubt, and tbe mind is not 
free to revel. Man is not a solitary animal; he is gre¬ 
garious, and especially so in his amusements. He 
likes to enjoy himself, but at the same time enjoys 
himself more when others can take cognizance of hia 
enjoyment. He likes to lay himself alongside of his 
fellow and measure his strength and skill, and is much 
more happy after a spurt along the river with a friend¬ 
ly rival than if he had done better time with only the 
rushes and snags around him. He objects to bringing 
in money considerations into his games, because with 
money comes anxiety, and he only took to his games 
to escape from his anxieties and from atra cura that 
will sit behind foot,—as well as horse,—man. The 
true amateur, then, is he who wants no money con¬ 
sideration brought into his games, who desires to work 
on his merits, who, in any contests between himself and 
others, desires only to succeed on the actual merits of 
the case, who would feel unhappy if he thought that 
any advantage he possessed, not possessed by his 
adversary! had contributed to a victory. On the one 
hand it would make victory less sweet, on the other 
defeat more bitter. 

Yale stands on these grounds and claims that there 
are those in the College Rowing Association, who have 
not Ibis spirit pure and intact as it should be; that all 
members of this association care not for fair play, but 
that some are only anxious to gain prominence in inter¬ 
collegiate races by any means, regardless of their posi¬ 
tion and calling as amateurs. It is openly asserted, and 
without contradiction, that two members of the Am¬ 
herst, one member of Columbia, and no less than five 
members of Cornell, w ho rowed in tbe Regatta of 1875, 
were not members under the rule at all. If such i3 the 
case, aDd the unanswered assertion leads us to believe 
it is, Yale is perfectly right in taking the step. She 
has a high record as an honorable nursery of 


honorable men, and she has her duty to perform as 
a nurturing mother of the morals of her country. She 
is perfectly right in standing out and saying; "Do 
not let these things get mixed.” There aro some who 
wish to sport for fun and honor, and others who wish 
to sport for fun and money. Let those who care 
more for money than honor go their way; let Ihose 
who care for honor come our way. We want more 
honor and fair play in our recreations, and less of the 
damnable elements of dishonor contained in the pool- 
box. Let the pool-box and bets go with those who 
waut to make a business out of their pleasure, and let 
those who want business and pleasure kept apart, be 
relieved of the presence of the gambling amateur. As 
a rule he does not know how to gamble, make bets 
and buy pools on scientific principles to win so 
to get even with his more scientific friends and save 
his pockets, he has to come the double-shuffle in some 
way and bid good-bye to honor. If the College Rowing 
Association is uuable to kei p itself clean and do its 
own business properly, it is high time that the well- 
thinking should cast adrift from it and let the public 
see its rottenness._ 

The Centennial Exhibition. 

As the ccntenuial year of American independence is 
now ushered in it is proper that we should call atten¬ 
tion to what is being done in that cily where the tolls 
of the bell first proclaimed the glad tidings. The 
number of persons who have an adequate idea of what 
is being done in the city of Philadelphia towards cele¬ 
brating the one hundreth anniversary of the Republic, 
is probably comparatively few. The enterprise is of 
great magnitude and cannot but excite, wonder in tbe 
minds of all who visit the beautiful site on the banks 
of the Schuylkill river, which has been set apart for 
the erection of buildings. The inclosure covers a 
rolling plain of 280 acres, and is beautifully laid out, 
with broad levels here and there, intersected by wide 
and handsome avenues, which will give easy approach 
and free circulation for a great multitude of people. The 
structures already built and in process of building arc 
so located as to take advantage of the ground, combin¬ 
ing convenience with picturesque effect. All the land 
is already taken up and allotted for various buildings 
and other uses—the immense edifices of the exhibition 
proper, structures of various dimensions erected by 
different countries and states, ample restaurants, 
special buildings of independent exhibitors, offices, 
photographic saloons and so on. Within the enclosure 
there will be no less than 150 buildings altogether, and 
the exhibition buildings will afford 60 acres of flooring. 
Twelve or thirteen ornamental edifices for offices and 
reception rooms will be built by foreign commissions, 
and 6ome 20 stales will put up similar structures. The 
main exhibition building is over 1800 feet long and 500 
wide. Tbe machinery hall is 1400 feet long and 865 
wide. The horticultural hall is a large edifice in Moor¬ 
ish style, very picturesque and elegant. The agricul¬ 
tural hall is an immense building, with very bold and 
striking architectural lines. The art building is a per¬ 
manent granite edifice, very massive, 365 feet long and 
216 wide. To it will be annexed a temporary building 
of about the same size, this additional space having 
been made necessary by unexpectedly large demands 
from foreign exhibitors. The French artists are 
especially zealous in asking for room. These buildings 
are all in a forward state, and will be ready in good 
season for the opening. 

The arrangements for landing articles to be exhibit¬ 
ed in their proper places are very complete. A track 
from the Pennsylvania Central Railroad hits been ex¬ 
tended to the grounds and into the larger buildings, 
and a double track narrow-gauge roa'd makes a com¬ 
plete circuit of the enclosure. The underground piping 
for water and gas has been on a prodigious scale, and 
a vast amount of grading and concreting has been done 
on the grounds. Outside of the enclosure, but near at 
hand, several vast hotels are growing up for the special 
accommodation of visitors. In short, the amount of 
work already done, and the extent and variety of the 
preparations which are going forward, are sure to as¬ 
tonish the visitor, and they promise an exhibition of 
the products of the age that will exceed all anticipa¬ 
tions. And considering the difficulties under which 
the commission has labored, the financial condition of 
the enterprise is exceedingly favorable. The terrible 
depression of business during the last two years has 
reduced the amount of contributions from other states, 
but Pennsylvania has done itself great credit by its 
liberality. The State has appropriated 81,000,000, and 
the city of Philadelphia |1,600,000. Stock subscrip¬ 
tions have amounted to $2,357,750, and gifts, conces¬ 
sions and interest have carried the available resources 
for the enterprise to $5,187,750. Of this amount $8,- 
824,172 have been expended, and about $2,500,000 


more will be required. Nearly $1,000,000 of the re¬ 
quired amount is on band. An appropriation of $1,- 
500,000 by congress will onablc the commission to open 
the exhibition free from debt. The commission has 
done its great work with vigilance and enterprise. The 
money has been carefully expended, and the moBt 
made of every dollar. The sharp fire of criticism un¬ 
der which the enterprise passed last year, when an ap¬ 
plicant for aid from congress, has undoubtedly had an 
excellent effect. It has put the commission on its met¬ 
tle and aroused the local pride of the Pennsylvanians. 

It'is to be regretted that other 8tates—the rich Stales of 
Massachusetts, New York, Ohio and others—have not 
developed greater liberality toward this great national 
enterprise. 

The exhibition is bound to go through, and our na¬ 
tional pride is enlisted. Under the circumstances we 
think that Congress should pass the appropriation. 

It requires a little stretching of a principle, but it is an 
event that only happens once in 100 years. We should 
still prefer to see the enterprise carried through without 
government aid, but in these dull times it is imprac¬ 
ticable; and, having invited all the world to come and 
see us and help us celebrate our hundredth anniversary 
as a nation, it would be a shame to have it given out 
that the entertainment to which we have called the na¬ 
tion's guests is not paid for, and that the bills are a 
subject of dispute. There is no question that the ex¬ 
hibition itself will be a great success, and the indica¬ 
tions promise a vast attendance of visitors from all 
parts of the world. It will be a good thing for the 
country. The investment will pay ten-fold in material 
wealth by comparing on our soil the products of all 
civilized nations. But its crowning service, which 
cannot be measured in money, will be the bringing to¬ 
gether of our own people from all sections of our 
mighty republic and strengthening the bonds of na¬ 
tional union by reviving the sacred memories of the na¬ 
tion’s birth. It will aid us to begin the second century 
of our national life under the happiest auspices— 
stronger than ever before because more truly one 
people. 

Webber.—' This promising youug trotting gelding is 
being wintered at the breeding farm of his owner, Mr. 
John Jacobs, near Plano, Ill. He is a rich brown in 
color, 16 hands high, with plenty of substance, and ex¬ 
hibits all the points of a trotter. Webber is a horse of 
no ordinary merit. He not only acts the trotter, but is 
one, having opened his season in three-minute purses 
and'finishing with a record of 2.30|. As a three-year- 
old, he had as much natural speed as any youngster 
we have ever seen, and his subsequent performances 
have proven him to be possessed of pluck and endur¬ 
ance of a high order. Webber was bred by Mr. F. 
Hogis, of Como, Ill., and was known as the Wilber 
colt. He was sired by Como Chief, he by Chieftain, 
(son of Andrew Jackson.) His dam was by a Morgan 
horse of considerable local celebrity, and it is claimed 
that his granddam was a mare of Messenger descent. 
She died at an advanced age. He received his early 
tuition from Mr. E. Olds, of Como, III., who pro¬ 
nounced him the best colt he had ever handled. Pas¬ 
sing into the hands of Mr. A. J. Elder, of Rochelle, 
111 ., be had an opportunity of developing bis great 
speed. The attention of that shrewd turfman, J. W. 
Jacobs, was attracted to his excellent performances, 
and as his contract with the owners of the fast gelding 
Observer for the control of that horse would expire with 
the season, he determined on his purchase, the con¬ 
sideration, we believe, being $4,000. With good luck, 
Webber is destined to come into the front ranks, and 
we trust he will receive the care his quality deserves. 

The beginning of a new year is the time usually 
designated for "turning over a newdeaf." Probably 
many of onr readers have determined to do this, but 
whether they will carry it into effect is another a ques¬ 
tion. Others have faile(l to do it, although they have 
started out with the best of intentions, and it is not 
unlikely that their number will be as great in the 
future as in the paBt. Good intentions are praise¬ 
worthy, but the putting of them into practice is highly 
commendable. There is room for improvement in 
almost all well regulated families, and a reasonable 
amount of industry and perseverance should be shown 
in making it. This is as good a time to begin as any, 
and we sincerely hope that the opportunity will not be 
allowed to pass unembraced. Let us try to improve 
with each passing year, should be the motto of every 
well disposed per son.

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The Timet of last Bunday said that there was talk of 
changing the management of Dexter Park and put it 
into hands that would have the confidence of the peo¬ 
ple. It also slated that the only two driving parks 
which made money during the pnat season were the 
ones at Cleveland and Chicago. We know not where 
it got its authority for making these statements, for we 
have been informed by gentlemen connected with Dex¬ 
ter Park that it lost money at its races last summer, 
and consequently wore unable or disinclined to liqui¬ 
date its legitimate bills. As to the change of manage¬ 
ment, certuinly no one will fail to regard it as a very 
wise and judicious act, and the sooner it is made the 
better it will be for all purties concerned, save to the 
one who Hill be called upon to step down and out. 

In our last week’s issue was an article on Detroit. 
it did not please some one. Let us tell that some one 
that he is a little " out" about the Detroit Club and we 
are a little “ in let him believe us. As to the Excel¬ 
siors not beating the Wah-wah-sums at Toledo he is 
quite right. It was a close race and out of it sprung 
the match that was rowed between the Wah-wah-sums 
at Detroit with the Excelsiors, which the latter won. 
Our bouting editor wus on the sick list last week, owing 
to too much foot ball ; had he been "get-at-able,” he 
doubtless would have corrected this error and prevent¬ 
ed the evident injury to the feelings of our friendly 
reader and correspondent, who is too modest to tell us 
his name.

There has come an 
odor of stule fish over the P. R. and its hangers-on 
such as to nauseate all respectable people. Unskilled 
mauling for a few dollars is brutalizing and degrading; 
skilled sparring after fighting has been talked about, is 
a mere display of cowardice and swagger. There has 
been too much of bothsortsof this phase of pugilism, 
and we do not want any more of it; so Messrs. Mace 
and Allen, keep off._ 

The return match between Bauer and Christol came 
off in New York on Dec. 29th. The contest was long 
and interesting, and showed the tremendous stamina 
of each contestant. After an hour and forty minutes, 
Christol won the fifth and odd fall, having won the 
first two and lost the third and fourth. Christol gains 
$3,000 and the championship of the world; i f course 
they will be at it again next week or so. We only hope 
that this new sport and enthusiasm may be directed in¬ 
to a useful channel. Let men settle their disputes by 
the wrestle rather than by bowie-knife, Derringer, or 
six-shooter. 

Through an arrangement with Mr. W. F. Milligan, 
Mr. E. T. Martin takes charge of the shooting grounds 
of Dexter Park, including the pigeon coops, pavillion, 
etc., beginning with this year. Mr. Martin informs us 
that he has accommodations for 75,000 pigeons, and 
shall take special pains to keep a sufficient number on 
hand to supply the western demand. The experience 
and knowledge of Mr. Martin in all matters pertaining 
to the handling of pigeons, makes him well qualified 
to fill the position to which he has been chosen in a 
very satisfactory manner.

The week succeeding Christmas, commonly called Holiday 
week, generally brings joy and gladueaa to the hearts of the man¬ 
agers or arnusenienta, and tilling to some extent the void that hard 
times have made in their pocketa. There has been but one change 
made In the programme of auy of the tbeatrea In this city worth 
noticing, and that Is at McVlcker’s, where the Variety has made 
wav for the Spice of playB. At the other theatres and minstrel 
balls but slight changes, If any, have been made, and what were 
made were only tboae usual to the beginning of each week. 

It was quite refreshing to have the lost week of this eventful 
year filled with at least one bright holiday company, that brought 
emlles to the faces and laughter to the lips of the public, wbo 
have determined that the last week of an era that has been full of 
trial and trouble, should be one of continued enjoyments, and 
the venture has fully repaid the manager. The minstrels al¬ 
ways mlrth-provoklng, have kept a full bouse bursting with up¬ 
roarious laughter. The Adelphl, with its brilliant pageantry 
and gorgeous scenery, has pleased the hearts of thousands, both 
old aud young, uud the Museum, with its curiosities, living and 
dead, has drawn within Its doors people from city and country, 
Como to spend their hoards upon the sights of this great central 
city of the universe 

The weather, which has been very mild for the Christmas sea¬ 
son, has also been favorable to theatre-goers. There has been no 
slusb or enow, but generally dry, cold, bracing weather, so that 
those wbo came from any distance from the centre of the city 
suffered but little inconvenience excepting that of crowding and 
cold feet, which to the ordluary Chicagoan, who, through con¬ 
stant usage, has become to a great extent inured to these troublea. 

There Is one "flattering unction" that every resident of this 
city con lay lo his soul, and that Is, that before the next Centen¬ 
nial each and every one can travel from hie door-step to the en¬ 
trance of the tbeatrea on—wull, probably a telegraph wire, but any 
bow something better than the miserable conveyances we now 
have. * 

The new year Is now opening and every one Is turning over a 
new leaf. There is one leaf on the page of the book of theatrical 
management that it would do well to turn over and paste down. 
We refer lo that interminable bore the “goer-out," Much has 
been said and written about this nuisance, but it is time that man¬ 
agers put their fuot down. If any one man disturbs an audience 
at a place of amusement, he is generallysummBrlly ejected. How 
much less right have a number of persons, who profess lo be geo- 
tleraeo, and are escorting ladies, to crowd past a line of persons at 
the end of each act, tramp up the aisles to go out and swill bad 
whisky, and seem to make au effort to return after the curtain 
has risen, and go tramping back, and crowd past ladles, breathing 
forth a sickening odor of beer and liquor, offensive alike to every 
one who has any claim to decency. In this connection also are a 
large claes who cannot be content to see the finish of a play, but 
as soon as the finale seems immlaent, rise from their seats and 
commence patting on coats aud wraps, disturbing all orderly par¬ 
ties, who are desirous of witnessing the act to Us end. Mauagers 
in this city make a practice of putting subsidiary notices on the 
first page of their programmes. Why would it not be advisable to 
make a prominent notice also on the first page, to the effect that 
they would take It as a personal favor to their patrons and to 
themselves also, If gentlemen would not disturb the performance 
in this manner, and would be pleased to remain seated until the 
curtain falls at the end of the last act. 

There is certainly some extenuating points to be advanced in 
favor of those out-goers, and one is, that the waits between acts 
are too long, and the orchestration as a class horribly bad, so that 
men of nervous temperament are unable to remain seated through 
the recess, and are obliged to retire behind the blinds to resusci¬ 
tate their fainting forma. But how about nervous ladles! The 
ladies to a man, manage to sit it out, be they never so nervons. 
Now let the managers try aud persuade the mulo portion of their 
audiences to do the same, and they will find lees complaint of 
dull plays, and better satisfaction given to all. Gentlemen, bring 
your cloves and roasted coffee with yon. 

M’VICKKH’B TB BATHS. 

The week opened brightly at this theatre with the Oates’ Comic 
Opera Troupe holding the boards. Those whose memories ex¬ 
tend back past the one epoch of ’71, will remember when the 
“Field of the Cloth of Gold" drew crowded bouses at the Opera 
House, and they will also remember the bright little figure, the 

center-piece and lifeof the whole piece, Mrs. James Oates, Those 

who saw her then, and who have not seen her nntil now, will fall 
to notice where in any point she has changed one lota, either in 
voice or action. Her notes are as clear as of yore, and her viva, 
ciousness Is as great if not greater than at that time. Always a 
favorite with Chicago theatre-goers, Mrs. Oates is more so now 
than ever, as the crowded state of this theatre at each performance 
will testify. 

On Monday evening, the first performance wae given, being Le- 
cocq’s Opera “Girofle-Girofla," Mrs. Oates taking the dual title 
role. Musically speaking, the bright, sparkling, taking things of 
the average comic opera are very rate In this work, but there are 
ooe or two brilliant little gems that redeem to a great exLent the 
lack of the others. Two songs, the Kiss song and the Wine 
song, each with a chorus, were encored, hot as a whole they are 
far inferior to one of the other works by the same author, familiar 
to most of our opera-goers—"La Fille de Mme. Angot," which of 
Itself is of rather mediocre character. But this Ironpe make 
much out of "Qlrofle-Qirofla" as far as the thing goes, although, 
with the exception of Mrs. Oalea, the singing is very poor. It 
was produced before in this city by the Goffroy Troupe In French, 
and then was merely passable, even although the singing was 
much better. 

Mrs. OateB as Qlrofle-Qirofla was remarkably good. Mr. 
nowson as Bolero D'Alcarazas, Mr. Chae. Drew as Marasqulu and 
Mr Gustavus Hall as Mourzonk, were very good as comedians, 
but the voices were poor, and they railed to sustain their musical 
parts with any great credit to themselves. The cborns was 
weak, and In some parts faulty, nor wae the orchestration any¬ 
thing to be highly spoken of. Messrs. Howson and Drew are good 


comedians, and were their voices In better condition wouldreflect 
oredlt open themselves. 

On Tuesday night, “The Princess of Treblzonde” was given to 
a full house. In this play every one seemed to try to out*do them¬ 
selves, but the horrid mutilation of the music by the orchestra 
detracted much from the pleasure of the play. This is more of a 
ballad opera, being Interspersed with some pretty comedy by¬ 
play. The cast was strong In the principal roles: Mrs. Oates as 
Raphael, .Mrs. Chapman as Paolo, Miss Temple as Zanetta, Miss 
Clancey as Regina, and Mr. John Hows >n as Gabrlglo, Mr. Chae. 
Drew as Tremollnl, Mr. Rail as Prince Casslmirand Mr. Jones as 
Sparadrap. Mr. Howson and Mr. Drew are to bo highly spoken 
of. The piece throughout was full of Interpolations of local hits, 
especially one in the flrst act, where Gabriola descanting upon his 
wax-works says that the figures could wear a continual smile be¬ 
cause they had no personal tax to pay, an allusion that was pal¬ 
pable tQ every oue In the house. The play was finely mounted, 
the costumes elaborate, aud the scenic effects, which were height¬ 
ened by a calcium light, were very fine. Throughout, the opera 
was capitally given, and several of the choruses were encored, 
and heartily applauded. 

On Wednesday evening, “Mme. Angot’s Child" was presented. 
A remarked Improvement in solo, chorus and music wae noted. 
The house wae crowtTt-d, In fact this was the largest audience 
this theatre has had this season. Mrs. Oates, whose voice Is al¬ 
ways at its highest tension, was the loading spirit, and her sing¬ 
ing was better and clearer than ever. Her actions are vi¬ 
vacious, but she is rather inclined to overdo the thing In her act¬ 
ing, as in the market song in the last acts, her brilliant little liy- 
play with her bat ia very taking once and repeat, hut when on- 
cored, as it wae four times, it becomes monotonous. HeriiUlo. 
speeches to the audience, not on the score, brought down the 
house, and Chicago people, to whose hearts Lotta is dear, saw 
the similarity between the two petite little actresses, and encored 
vociferously. Miss Rose Temple as M’dlle Lange, Mr. Drew as 
Pombounet, Mr. Hall as Laurivaudlcrc, and Mr. Jones as Lou- 
chard were good in voice and action. The can-can In the Bal 
de Calypse scene was rather broad, and could well be shaded 
with good effect. The choruses were well done, showing care¬ 
ful training; altogether the season so far has been a highly enjoy¬ 
able oue, and the public testify their appreciation by the crowded 
iioiuca. Thursday evening and Saturday matinee, “Giroflc-
